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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments on pages 1-5 in the in the Arguments/Remarks are 
persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is directed to authenticating a remote system. 
Regarding claim 1 , the closest prior art, as previously recited, Fraser (US 
6,895,502), Lin (US 2004/0236556), Knegendorf et al. (US 2003/0040929), Ugajin (US 
5,652,892), and Gould et al. (US 6,920,561), are also generally directed to various 
aspects of authenticating a system. However, none of Fraser, Lin, Knegendorf, Ugajin, 
and Gould discloses or suggests alone or in combination, the particular combination of 
steps or elements as recited in the independent claim 1 . For example, none of the cited 
prior art teaches or suggests the client device comprises a first interface for accessing 
the anti-tampering memory area, a second interface for accessing the non-volatile 
memory area, and an access control driver, coupled to the first interface and the second 
face, for accessing the common interface, the client device is configured to access the 
anti-tampering memory area via the first interface, the access control driver, and the 
common interface, access the non-volatile memory area via the second interface, the 
access control driver, and the common interface, constitute the communication channel 
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between the client device and the server by executing the program stored in the non- 
volatile memory area by using the authentication information stored in the anti- 
tampering memory area, and conduct remote access to the server via the 
communication channel, and the access control driver is configured to process 
congestion control such that an access for the non-volatile memory area is saved when 
the access request for the non-volatile memory area is made before a response to a 
previous access request to the anti-tampering memory area, and the access for the 
non-volatile memory area is performed after the response to the previous access 
request. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Claims 2-8 are allowed at least because they depend either directly or indirectly 
on claim 1 above.
